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PREFACE, | 


In preparing the Key to the Exercises contained in the First Part 
of our Hebrew Grammar, we have tried to avoid the two extremes 
of furnishing too much or too little assistance. For, though the Key 
may prove acceptable to teachers, since it is designed to facilitate 
their labour; it is expected that it will be principally consulted by 
students who desire to learn Hebrew from our Grammar without the 
aid of amastcr. Hence it was our aim, that such students should 
not refer to its pages without finding every necdful help; while it 
appeared equally important, that they should not find more than is 
necessary to guide and direct them, lest their own encrgetic activity 
be checked, which is at once the truest source of delight, and the 
suifest pledge of progress. We have, therefore, often hinted at, 
rather than stated, the replies; for as our Grammar attempts a 
method strictly and scrupulously progressive, the attentive scholar 
ought properly, in no case, to be uncertain how to work out the 
Exercises; and he will, in almost every instance, require an aid to 
his memory rather than any additional information. 

In the translation of the passages taken from the Old Testament, 
we have studied the utmost simplicity and literal accuracy, which 
might enable the learner easily to understand the construction, and 
familiarise him with the peculiarities of the Hebrew idiom. If he 
desires to secure this result with still greater certainty, we should 
urgently advise him to re-translate into Hebrew his own or our 
English translation: the labour is comparatively trifling; and the

literature can at all be called a delay—will be abundantly com- 
pensated for by such a ready acquaintance with every variety of 
Hebrew style and phraseology, that the philological analysis of 
almost any scction of the Old Testament will, with the assistance 
of the Second Part of the Grammar, be an easy and a pleasing 
task. 

Let us, therefore, express the hope that a conscientious and intel- 
ligent use of the Key will enhance the practical utility of our 
Grammar, and thus help to advance, however slightly and remotely, 


an exact knowledge of the Hebrew Scriptures.

And Naomi said, Remain, my 
daughter, until thou knowest how the matter will turn out; for the 
man will] not rest till he has finished the matter (Ruth ui. 18).— 
15. Unless the Lord of Hosts had left us a small remnant, we 
should have been like Sodom, we should have been equal to 
Gomorrah (Isai. i. 9).—16. If I had a sword in my hand, indeed I 
should now kill thee (Num. xxi. 29).—17. And Samuel said to 
Saul, Thou hast acted foolishly ; thou hast not observed the command 
of the Lord thy God: for else the Lord would have established thy 
government over Israel for ever (1 Sam. xiii. 13).— 18. And as to 
me, my feet had nearly given way; my steps had well nigh slipped 
(Ps. Ixxiii. 2).— 19. They had almost annihilated me on the earth ; 
but I did not forsake Thy precepts (cxix. 87).— 20. Had not Thy 
law been my delight, I should then have perished in my affliction 
(ver. 92).

1. I shall establish My covenant with you; nor shall all flesh be 
cut off any more by the waters of the flood; and there shall be no 
flood any more to destroy the earth (comp. Gen. ix. 11).— 2. As the 
rain and the snow descend from heaven, and do not return thither, 
but water the earth, and cause it to bring forth, that it may give seed 
to the sower and bread to the eater: so shall My word be which goes 
forth from My mouth; it shall not return to Me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I desive (Isa. lv, 11, 12).— 3. And the people 
took their dough, before it was leavened (Exod. xi. 34).— 4. Then 
Hazael the king of Aram went up, and fought against Gath, and 
took it (2 Ki. xii. 18). —s. Then the people divided itself in halves ; 
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half of the people were with Tibni to make him king, and the other 
half with Omri (1 Ki. xvi. 21).— 6. And the servants of Pharaoh 
said to him, How long shall this man be to us a snare; dost thou not 
yet know, that Egypt perishes? (comp. Ex. x. 7).—7. Behold, this 
live coal has touched thy lips, and thy iniquity has vanished, and thy 
sin is atoned for (comp. Isa. vi. 7). — 8. And David went to Rabbah, 
and took it; and he brought forth the spoil of the city in great 
quantity, and led away the people that were therein: and thus he 
did to all the cities of the children of Ammon (comp. 2 Sam. 
xii 29—31).— 9. We remember the fish which we used to eat in Egypt 
for nothing (Numbers xi. 5). — 10. And it happened that when the 
days of the feast had gone round, Job sent and offered burnt offerings 
according to the number of all his sons; for Job said, Perhaps my sons 
have sinned. Thus Job was accustomed to do continually (comp. 
Job i. 5).—11. And Moses said, A holy Sabbath to the Lord zs to- 
morrow; that which you wish to bake, bake; and that which you 
wish to cook, cook (comp. Exodus xvi. 23).—12. Deliver me, 
O Lord, from the wicked man ; from the man of violence protect me 
(compare Psalm cxl. 2).—13. And Elisha said to the woman, Rise, 
thou and thy house and sojourn wherever thou wishest to sojourn 
(comp. 2 IG, vii. 1).— 14. Who can say, I have purified my heart, | 
am clean of my sin? (Prov. xx. 9).— 15. And the woman said to 
the serpent, We may eat of the fruit of the trees ; but of the fruit of 
the tree which ¢s in the midst of the garden God has said, You shall 
not eat of it, nor shall you touch it, lest you die (Gen. i. 2, 3).— 
16, Let the wicked abandon his way, and the man of iniquity his 
thoughts; and let him return to the Lord, and He will have com- 
passion on him (Isa. lv. 7): — 17. And Gaal, the son of Ebed, said, 
Who zs Abimelech, and who zs Shechem, that we should serve him ? 
Would that this people were under my hand, and I should remove 
Abimelech (Judg. ix. 28, 29). 18. And Moses said to the people, 
You have sinned a great sin, and now I will ascend to the Lord, 
perhaps I shall make an atonement for your sin (Exod. xxxii. 30).— 
19. Come, let us bow down and kneel before the Lord our Maker 
(Ps. xcv. 6).— 20. Behold, thus our hope has perished, whither we 
fled for help, to de delivered from the king of Assur ; and how should 
we escape? (comp. Isa. xx. 6).— 21-23. Whither shall I go from 
hy spirit? or whither shall I flee from Thy presence? If I ascend 
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to heaven, Thou art there; if I make my bed in the lower world, 
Thou art there. If 1 take the wings of the morning, and dwell at the 
end of the sea, even there Thy hand will lead me, and Thy right 
hand will hold me (Ps. cxxxix. 7—10). 

| EXERCISE CVII. 

1, And the Lord remembered Sarah, as He had said; and the Lord 
did to Sarah as He had said (Gen. xxi. 1).— 2. On the third day, 
Abraham lifted up his eyes, and he saw the place at a distance 
(xxii. 4).—3. And as tothe children of Israel who dwell in the cities of 
Judah, Rehoboam was king over them (1 JG. xu.17).— 4. The 
cloud is dispersed and is gone; thus he who descends into the grave 
does not rise again (Job vii. 9). — 5. And Isaac dug again the wells 
of water which they had dug in the days of Abraham his father ; for 
the Philistines had stopped them after the death of Abraham ; and 
he called their names after the names by which his father had called 
them (Gen. xxvi. 18).— 6. And Leah approached also with her 
children ; and afterwards approached Joseph and Rachel (xxxiu. 7).— 
7. And Moses caused Israel to journey from the Red Sea; and they 
went out into the wilderness of Shur; and they went three days in 
the wilderness, and found no water (Exod. xv.

And Jesse took an ass laden with 
bread, and a bottle of wine, and a kid; and sent ¢hem by his son 
David to Saul. And David came to Saul, and stood before him; and 
he loved him much; and he became his armour-bearer. And Saul 
sent to Jesse, saying, Let David, I pray thee, stand before me; for 
he has found favour in my eyes (1 Sam. xvi. 19—22).

And the Lord 
God said, Behold, the man has become like one of us to know good 
and evil; and now I fear lest he put forth his hand, and take from 
the tree of life also, and eat, and live for ever (Gen. ill. 22), — 
4. Hasten, and go up to my father, and say to him, Thus says thy son 
Joseph, God has made me the lord of all Egypt, come down to me, 
tarry not (xlv. 9).— 5. And David said to Saul, ‘hy servant was a

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the voice of the first sign, they will believe the voice of the latter sign 
(Exod. iv. 8).— 12. When you come to the land which the Lord will 
give you, you shall observe this service (xii. 25).— 13. And Hannah 
made a vow, and said, Lord of Hosts, if Thou lookest on the affliction 
of Thy handmaid, and rememberest me, and dost not forget Thy 
handmaid, and givest to Thy handmaid a son, I shall give him to the 
Lord all the days of his life (1 Sam. i. 11).— 14. I have declared the 
former events from the beginning ; and they went forth out of My 
mouth, and I announced them ; I did them suddenly, and they came 
to pass (Isai. xlvili. 3), — 15. Look upon Abraham your father; for 
I called him alone, and blessed him and increased him (li.

And 
the Lord said to Isaiah, Go and loose the sackcloth from thy loins, 
and unbind thy shoe from thy foot, And he did so, walking naked and 
barefoot (Isai. xx. 2).— 3. They prepare the table, they watch in the 
watch-tower, they eat, drink: Arise, O princes, anoint the shield 
(xx1.5)—4. We will do this, and let them live; so that no anger 
falls upon us on account of the oath which we have sworn to them

came in from his hunting (Genesis xxvii. 30).—11. And when Israel

Incline your ear, and come to Me; hear, and your soul 
shall live, and I will make an everlasting covenant with you, the 
sure mercies of David (Isa. lv. 1—3).— 8. ‘Thou knowest all, O Lord ; 
remember me, and take regard of me, and revenge me of my perse- 
cutors: do not take me away, according to ‘hy longsuffering (Jer. 
xv. 15).—g9. My son, do not forget My Law, and let thy heart keep 
My precepts ; for they will add to thee length of days, and years of 
life and peace; let not mercy and truth forsake thee ; write them on 
the tablet of thy heart ; then thou wilt find grace and good repute in 
the eyes of God and man (Prov. iii. 1—4).— 10. Trust in the Lord 
will all thy heart; and do not lean on thy own understanding ; 
remember Him in all thy ways, and He will make even thy paths 
(vers. 0,6).—11. Be not wise in thy own eyes; fear the Lord, and 
depart from evil (verse 7).— 12.

1, And when Isaac was old, and his eyes were dim, so that he 
could not see, he called Esau his eldest son, and said to him, My 
son: and he said to him, Behold, here am I. 2. And he said, Behold, 
I pray thee, I] am old, I know not the day of my death: 3. Now, 
therefore, take, I pray thee, thy weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, 
and go out to the field, and hunt for me sume venison; 4. And 
make me a palatable meal, such as I love, and bring 2 to me, that I 
may eat; that my soul may bless thee before I die. 5. And Rebekah 
listened when Isaac spoke to Esau his son. And Esan went to the 
field to hunt for venison, in order to bring 24. 6, And Rebekah 
spoke to Jacob her son, saying, Behold, I heard thy father speak to 
Esau thy brother, saying, 7. Bring me venison, and make me a 
palatable meal, that I may eat, and I may bless thee before the Lord 
before my death. 8. And now, my son, listen to my voice, according 
to that which I command thee. 9. Go, I pray thee, to the flock, and 
fetch me from there two good kids of the goats; and I will make 
them a palatable meal for thy father, such as he loves: 10, And 
thou shalt bring ¢ to thy father, and he may eat, that he may bless 
thee before his death. 11. And Jacob said to Rebekah his mother ; 
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Behold, Esau my brother ¢s a hairy man, and Iam a smooth man: 
12, Perhaps my father will feel me, and I shall be in his eyes as a 
deceiver, and I shall bring a curse upon me, and not a blessing. 
13. And his mother said to him, Upon me e thy curse, my son; only 
obey my voice, and go fetch them for me. 14. And he went, and 
fetched, and brought them to his mother: and his mother made a 
palatable meal, such as his father loved. 15. And Rebekah took the 
choicest garments of her eldest son Esau, which were with her in the 
house, and dressed with them Jacob, her youngest son: 16, And 
she put the skins of the kids of the goats upon his hands, and upon his 
smooth neck: 17. And she gave the palatable meal, and the bread, 
which she had prepared, into the hand of her son Jacob. 18. And 
he came to his father, and said, My father: and he said, Here am I. 
Who art thou, my son? 19. And Jacob said to his father, I am 
Esau thy first-born ; I have done as thou badest me: rise, I pray 
thee, sit and eat of my venison, that thy soul may bless me. 
20. And Isaac said to his son, How és tt that thou hast found so 
quickly, my son? And he said, Indeed, the Lord thy God brought 
az@in my way. 21. And Isaac said to Jacob, Come near, I pray thee, 
that I may feel thee, my son, whether thou art indeed my son Esau 
or not. 22. And Jacob went near to Isaac his father ; and he felt 
him, and said, The voice zs Jacob’s voice, but the hands are Esau’s 
hands. 23. And he did not discern him, because his hands were 
hairy, as his brother Esau’s hands: and he blessed him: 24. And 
he said, Aré thou indeed my son Esau? And he said, am. 25. And 
he said, Bring 7¢ near to me, and I will eat of my son’s venison, that 
my soul may bless thee. And he brought 7¢ near to him, and he ate: 
and he brought him wine, and he drank. 26. And his father Isaac 
said to him, Come near now, and kiss me, my son, 27. And he came 
near, and kissed him: and he smelt the odour of his garments, and 
blessed him, and said, 
See, the odour of my son is like the odour of a field, which the 

Lord hath blessed. 
28. And may God give thee of the dew of heaven and of the fatness 

of the earth, | 

And abundance of corn and wine. 

29. Nations will serve thee, and peoples will prostrate themselves 

before thee : 
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34. GeNrFsis XXVIT. 


Be Lord over thy brothers, and let thy mother’s sons prostrate 
themselves before thee : 
Cursed be those who curse thee, and blessed those who bless 
thee.— 
30. And when Isaac had finished blessing Jacob, and Jacob was yet 
scarcely gone out of the presence of Isaac his father, Esau his brother 
came in from his hunting. 31. And he also had made a palatable 


meal, and brought 7zé to his father, and said to his father, Let my. 


father rise, and eat of his son’s venison, that thy soul may bless 
me. 32. And Isaac his father said to him, Who ert thou? And he 
said, I am thy son, thy first-born Esau. 33. And Isaac trembled 
very exceedingly, and said, Who, then, zs he who took venison, and 
brought ¢¢ me? and I have eaten of all before thou camest, and have 
blessed him :—he shall certainly be blessed. 34. When Esau heard 
the words of his father, he cried with a great and exceedingly bitter 
cry, and said to his father, Bless me also, oh my father. 35. And he 
said, Thy brother came with cunning, and took away thy blessing. 
36. And he said, Is he not justly named Jacob (Deceiver)? for he has 
now deceived me twice: he took away my ’ birthright, and, behold, 
now he has taken away my blessing. And he said, Hast thou not re- 
served a blessing forme? 37. And Isaac answered and said to Esau, 
Behold, I have made him thy lord, and all his brethren have I given 
to him for servants ; and with corn and wime have I supported him: 
and what then shall I do to thee, my son? 38. And Esau said to his 
father, Hast thou but one blessing, my father? bless me also, oh my 
father. And Esau lifted up his voice, and wept. 39. And Isaac his 
father answered and said to him, 

Behold, without the fatness of the earth shall be thy dwelling, 

And without the dew of heaven from above. 
40. And by thy sword shalt thou live ; 

Yet shalt thou serve thy brother: 

But when thou truly desirest 7, 

Thou shalt break his yoke from thy neck. 
4t. And Esau hated Jacob on account of the blessing with which 
his father had blessed him: and Esau said in his heart, Days of 
grief are at hand for my father ; for I will slay my brother Jacob. 
42. And these words of Esau her elder son were told to Rebekah: 
and she sent and called Jacob her younger son, and said to him,

Until thy brother’s 
anger turns away from thee, and he forgets what thou hast done to 
him: then I shall send and fetch thee from there: why should I be 
bereaved of both of youinoneday? 46. And Rebekah said to Isaac 
I loathe my life because of the daughters of Heth; if Jacob take a 
wife of the daughters of Heth, such as these of the daughters of the 
land, of what avail is life to me ? 


II.— EXODUS XX. 1—17. 


1, And God spoke all these words, saying, 2. I am the Lord thy 
God, who have brought thee out of the land of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage. 3. Thou shalt have no other gods besides Me.— 
4. Thou shalt not make to thee any graven image, or any likeness of 
anything that zs in heaven above, or that zs in the earth beneath, or that 
¢s in the water under the earth: 5. Thou shalt not bow down to them, 
nor be induced to serve them: for I the Lord thy God am a zealous 
God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children to the third 
and fourth generation, to those who hate Me; 6. And showing mercy 
to thousands, to those who love Me, and keep My coramandments.— 
7. Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God for falschood ; 
for the Lord will not hold him guiltless who takes His name for 
falsehood. — 8. Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy. 9. Six 
days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work: 10. But the seventh 
day zs the Sabbath of the Lord thy God: 2 ¢ thou shalt not do any 
work, neither thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man-servant, 
nor thy maid-servant, nor thy beast, nor thy stranger who 7s within 
thy gates. 11. For ez six days the Lord made heaven and carth, the 
sea, and all that 7s in them, and rested on the seventh day ; wherefore 
the Lord blessed the Sabbath day, and hallowed it. — 12. Honour thy 
father and thy mother, that thy days may be long in the land which 
the Lord thy God gives thee.—13. Thou shalt not murder. — 
14. Thou shalt not commit adultery. — 15. Thou shalt not steal. — 
16. Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour. — 
17, Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s house; thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbour’s wife, nor his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor anything that zs thy neighbour’s. 
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III.— LEVITICUS XIX. 1—18. 


1. And the Lord spoke to Moses, saying, 2. Speak to ail the 
congregation of the children of Israel, and say to them, You shall be 
holy; for I the Lord your God am holy. 3. You shall reverence 
every man his mother and his father, and keep My sabbaths: I am 
the Lord your God. 4. Do not turn to idols, nor make to yourselves 
molten gods: I am the Lordyour God. 5. And if you offer asacrifice 
of peace offerings to the Lord, you shall offer it to your satisfaction.

10, And 
thou shalt not glean thy vineyard, nor shalt thou gather the scattered 
grapes of thy vineyard ; thou shalt leave them for the poor and the 
stranger: I am the Lord your God. 11. You shall not steal, nor deal 
falsely, nor lie one to another. 12. And you shall not swear by My 
name falsely, and thou shalt not profane the name of thy God; I am 
the Lord. 13. Thou shalt not oppress thy neighbour, nor rob hem: 
the wages of the hireling shall not abide with thee till the morning 
(7. e, thou shalt not withhold it from him till the following day). 
14. Thou shalt not curse (or abuse) the deaf; nor put a stumbling- 
block before the blind ; and thou shalt fear thy God : Iam the Lord. 
15. You shall do no unrighteousness in judgment; thou shalt not 
take the part of the poor, nor honour the person of the great; thou 
shalt judge thy neighbour in righteousness. 16. Thou shalt not go 
about with slander among thy people; thou shalt not rise against the 
blood of thy neighbour: I am the Lord. 17. Thou shalt not hate 
thy brother in thy heart; thou shalt indeed rebuke thy neighbour, 
lest thou bear sin on his account. 18. Thou shalt not avenge nor bear 
any grudge against the children of thy people; but thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself: I am the Lord. | 


IV.— DEUTERONOMY VIII. 1—18. 


1, All the commandments which I command thee this day, you 
shall observe to do, that you may live, and multiply, and go in, and 
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possess the land which the Lord swore to your fathers. 2. And thou 
shalt remember all the way which the Lord thy God has led thee these 
forty years in the wilderness, in order to humble thee, and io try thee, 
to know what was in thy heart, whether thou wouldest keep His com- 
mandments or not. 3. And He humbled thee, and He made thee 
suffer hunger, and fed thee with manna, which thou didst not know, 
nor thy fathers knew, in order to teach thee, that man does not live 
by bread alone, but that man lives by everything that proceeds from 
the mouth of the Lord. 4. Thy garment did not get old upon thee, 
and thy feet did not swell, these forty years. 5. And therefore 
consider in thy heart, that as a man chastens his son, so the Lord thy 
God chastens thee. 6. And thou shalt observe the commandments 
of the Lord thy God, to walk in His ways and to fear Him. 7. For 
the Lord thy God brings thee to a good land, a land of brooks of 
water, of fountains, and of deep rivers that spring out of valleys and 
mountains, 8. A land of wheat, and barley, and vines, and fig-trees, 
and pomegranates, a land of oil olive, and honey. 9. A land, wherein 
thou shalt not eat bread in scarceness, thou shalt not lack anything in 
it; a land whose stones ave iron, and out of whose mountains thou 
mayest dig brass. 10. And when thou eatest and art satisfied, thou 
shalt bless the Lord thy God for the good land which He has given 
thee. 11. Beware that thou dost not forget the Lord thy God, in 
not keeping His commandments, and His judgments, and His 
statutes, which I command thee this day; 12. Lest when thou eatest 
and art satisfied, and buildest fine houses and dwellest therein; 
13. And when thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy silver and 
gold is multiplied, and all that thou hast is multiplied; 14. Thy 
heart be lifted up, and thou forget the Lord thy God, who brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage: 15. Who 
led thee through the great and terrible wilderness, a wilderness full 
of serpents, dragons, and scorpions, and drought, where there 7s no 
water ; who brought forth for thee water from the rock of flint ; 
16. Who fed thee in the wilderness with manna which thy fathers did 
not know, in order to humble thee, and in order to try thee, to do thee 
good afterwards. 17. And (lest) thou say in thy heart, My power 
and the might of my hand has acquired me this wealth. 18. But 
thou shalt remember the Lord thy God ; for #¢ 7s He that gives thee 
strength to acquire wealth, that He may establish His covenant, which 
He swore to thy fathers, as ¢¢ es this day.

s. And Samson went down, and his father and his mother, to 
‘Timnath ; and when they came to the vineyards of Timnath, behold, 
a young lion roared against them. 6. And the spirit of the Lord 
fell upon him, and he rent him, as one might rend a kid, and he had 
nothing in his hand.

VII.—1 KINGS IIL 5—14. 


5. In Gibeon the Lord appeared to Solomon in a dream by night: 
and God said, Ask what I shall give thee. 6. And Solomon said, 
Thou hast shown great mercy to ‘Thy servant David my father, as he 
walked before Thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in uprightness 
of heart with Thee; and ‘Thou hast kept for him this great mercy, and 
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Thou hast given him a son who sits upon his throne, as 2¢ zs this day. 
7. And now, O Lord my God, Thou hast made Thy servant king 
instead of David my father; and I am but a little child; I do not 
know how to go out or come in.

11, And God said to him, Because thou hast asked this, and hast not 
asked for thyself long life, nor hast asked for thyself wealth, nor hast 
asked the life of thy enemies; but hast asked for thyself under- 
standing, to discern Judgment: 12. Behold, I do according to thy 
word; behold, I give thee a wise and intelligent mind, so that there 
was none like thee before thee, nor shall after thee arise any one like 
thee. 13. And I give thee also that which thou hast not asked, both 
wealth and honour, so that there shall not be among the kings any 
one like thee all thy days. 14. And if thou walkest in My ways, to 
keep My statutes and My commandments, as thy father David has 
walked, then I shall prolong thy days. : 


VIII. — ISAIAH XXXT. 1—9. 


1. Woe to those who go down to Egypt for help, and rely on 
horses, and trust in chariots, because they are many, and in horsemen 
because they are very numerous; but who do not look to the Holy 
One of Israel, nor seek the Lord! 2. Yet He also zs wise, and 
brings evil, and does not recall His words ; and He rises against the 
house of the evildoers, and against the help of the workers of iniquity. 
3. And the Egyptians are men, and not God; and their horses are 
flesh,and not spirit: but the Lord will stretch out His hand, and the 
rescuer will stumble, and the rescued will fall; and they shall all perish 
together. 4. For thus has the Lord spoken to me, As the lion or 
the whelp roars over his prey, against whom the multitude of 
shepherds are called together — he is not afraid of their voice, and is 
unabashed at their crowd:—so will the Lord of hosts descend to 
fight on mount Zion and on its hill. 5. Like hovering birds, thus 
will the Lord of hosts protect Jerusalem, protect and deliver, save 
and preserve. 6. Return to Him from whom the children of Israel 
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have revolted deeply. 7. Indeed, on that day every one will cast 
away his idols of silver and his idols of gold, which your hands have 
made to yourselves for sin. 8. And the Assyrian will fall by the 
sword of no man, and the sword of nobody will devour him; but he 
will flee from the sword, and his young men will become slaves. 
9. And his rock will escape from fear, and his princes will tremble 
before every banner: so says the Lord, whose fire 7s in Zion, and 
whose furnace ts in Jerusalem. 


IX,—ISAIAH XLIV. 9—18. 


g. The makers of idols are all of them worthless, and their delight 
is of no avail; and they are their own witnesses: they do not see, nor 
have they sense, that they may be ashamed. 10. Who has made a 
god or molten an idol that is of no avail? 411. Behold, all his com- 
panions will be ashamed, and the framers are themselves men ; they 
will be assembled all, they stand, they tremble, they are ashamed 
together. 12. One of them forges iron into an axe, and works with 
coals, and fashions it with hammers, and works it with his strong arm ; 
yea, he is hungry, and has no more strength; he drinks no water, and 
is faint. 13. The: carpenter stretches out a line; he marks it with the 
awl, works it out with graving tools, and marks it with a compass ; 
and he makes it like the figure of a man, like a beautiful person, to 
live ina house.. 14. He cuts down for himself cedars, and takes the 
ilex and the oak, and he chooses for himself among the trees of the 
forest ; he plants a pine, and the rain makes 7t grow. 15. And it serves 
to man to burn, and he takes thereof, and warms himself; he also 
kindles 2¢, and bakes bread; he also frames a god, and prostrates himself, 
makes it an idol and worships it. 16. Half of it he burns in fire; 
with half of it he eats meat, roasts roast, and is satisfied ; he also warms 
himself, and cries, Aha! I am warm, I see fire. 17. And the rest of 
it he makes a god, his idol; he worships it, and prostrates himself, 
and prays to it, and says, Deliver me, for thou art my God. 18. They 
have no sense and no intelligence ; for their eyes are shut, that they 
cannot see; their hearts, that they cannot understand. 


X.— EZEKIEL XXXVI. 1—14. 


1, The hand of the Lord was upon me, and He led me out in the 
spirit of the Lord, and set me down in the midst of a valley; and 
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this was full of bones. 2. And He made me pass around them and 
around; and, behold, there were very many on the surface of the 
valley, and, behold, éhey were very dry. 3. And He said to me, Son 
of man, will these bones become alive again? And I said, Lord God, 
Thou knowest. 4, And He said to me, Prophesy upon these bones, 
and say to them, O ye dry bones, hear the word of the Lord! 5. Thus 
says the Lord God to these bones, Behold, I cause spirit to enter into 
you, and you will live. 6. And I shall lay sinews upon you, and 
bring flesh upon you, and cover you with skin, and | shall give spirit 
to you, that you may have life ; and you shall know that I am the Lord. 
7, And I prophesied as I was commanded: and as I prophesied there 
was a noise, and behold a commotion, and the bones approached each 
other, bone to its bone. 8. And I looked, and behold, sinews and 
flesh came upon them, and the skin covered them above; but there 
was no spirit in them. 9. And He said to me, Prophesy to the spirit, 
prophesy, son of man, and say to the spirit, Thus says the Lord God; 
Come from the four winds, O spirit, and breathe upon these slain, 
that they may live. 1o. And I prophesied as He commanded me; 
and the spirit came into them, and they lived, and they stood upon 
their feet, a host exceedingly great. 11. And He said to me, Son of 
man, These bones are the whole house of Israel; behold, they say, 
Our bones are dried, and our hope has vanished; we are lost. 
12, Therefore prophesy, and say to them, Thus says the Lord God, 
Behold, I open your graves, and bring you out of your graves, O My 
people, and lead you to the land of Israel. 13. And you shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I open your graves, and when I bring you . 
out of your graves, O My people. 14. And I shall give My spirit 
into you, and you shall live, and I shall place you in your land; 
that you may know, that I the Lord have spoken and performed 7, 
says the Lord. 
XI.— PSALM XY. 

1. Sone oF Davip.—Lord, who shall abide in Thy tabernacle? 
who shall dwell on Thy holy mountain? 2. He who walks uprightly, 
and works righteousness, and speaks the truth in his heart: 3. He 
slanders not with his tongue, nor does evil to his fellow-men, nor 
brings disgrace upon his neighbour ; 4. In his eyes the contemptible 
is despised, and he honours those that fear the Lord; he swears to 
the wicked, and does not change; 5. He does not put out his money 
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to usury, nor take bribe against the innocent. He that does these 
things, will not totter for ever.
